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Ice rink back on track 
after reorganization

The Wilmington Arena 
Authority, under newly elected 
chairman Jim Gillis, is moving 
ahead with plans for a small ice 
arena, with a probably 1500-3000 
seat capacity, on the site off 
Route 38. 

After much delay and some 
recriminations, the rink is 
finally in Wilmington's grasp. 

According to Gillis, owner Ben 
Ristuccia turned. over the land 
anda “healthy figure” of money 
to the authority a few weeks ago. 
Gillis stressed that Ristuccia 
feels very strongly that he made 
a commitment to the youth of 
Wilmington and in “turning 
everything over to us,” he is 
carrying out that commitment 

The authority, including 
newly elected officers Jack 
Cushing (vice chairman), Susan 
Farkas (secretary), and Ray 
Mercuri (treasurer), met last 
Thursday to discuss final plans 
for a smaller rink. With the 
smaller size, they will not need 
to correct the violations 
previously cited by the Planning 
Board. However, they will 


definitely go once again before 
the various boards ot make sure 
evrything is as it should be. 

And since they are “basically 
back to square one," said Gill 
they have also hired a new a 
chitect and accepted volunteers 
from the town who have come 
forward a> consultants to the 
projects. One such consultant is 
attorn William Gustus who 
will act as their legal counsel. 

Reactions from authority 
members to Ristuccia’s recent 
action ranged from shock to 
optimism and happiness. 

“Everyone,” said Gillis, “is in 
agreement that our children 
need this building’ and with so 
much delay, Gillis would like to 
see the rink started “as soon as 
possible."” 

Gillis foresees the proposed 
arena as “a real community 
building” — a place to be used 
for other recreational activities 
and even for graduations, Since 
the authority is a non-profit 
corporation, all they hope to do 
is “break even.” Hopefully, 
though, plans will incorporate a 
pro shop and snack bar for

A Tewksbury girl has been 
charged with operating under 
the influence of alcohol and 
driving as to endanger in con- 
nection with an accident which 
injured eight persons ~ in 
Wilmington late Friday night. 

Maureen Dooley,- 17, of 121 
County Rd., Tewksbury was 
arrested at the Regional Health 
Center in Wilmington, where she 
was taken following the ac- 
cident. She was identified as the 
driver of a Chevy Nova which 
went out of control on Federal 
Hill, and struck broadside a 
Ford Mustang carrying four 
Lawrence men. 

The accident occurred at 11:55 
p.m. The Dooley car was 
traveling north on Route 62, and 
left 78 feet of skid marks prior to 
the collision. Norman Sirois of 5 
Kenwood. Pl, Lawrence was 
identified as the driver of the 


Mustang. Both cars were totally 
destroyed, 

Wilmington Police Sgt. Robert 
Vassallo said that Dooley and 
her three passengers had just 
Jeft a party on Clark Street when 
the accident occurred. Police 
had been called twice to quiet 
the party, he said, but the girls 
had already left before’ the 
police arrived the second time. 
Sgt. Vassallo said that the 
Dooley girl admitted drinking 

One of the passengers in the 
Dooley vehicle, Janice Connell 
of 16 Parker St., Wilmington was 
unconscious when removed 
from the car. She was taken to 
Winchester Hospital, and then to 
Mass. General. She was 
released the next afternoon. 

Ambulances from North 
Reading and Tewksbury aided 
the Wilmington Fire Depart- 
ment in transporting the in 


jured. Taken to the Regional

Barrows Field selected as 
water treatment plant site 


The proposed _— water 
purification station to serve in 
the North Wilmington area will 
be constructed at the site of the 
Barrows Field Station, the 
Wilmington Water & Sewer 
Commissioners decided at their 
meeting on February 21 

No cost figures are as yet 
available, The engineers who 
constructed the purification 
station off Butters Row, Alan 
Silbowicz and Leo Peters of the 
tirm of Weston & Sampson will 
plan the station, The Butters 
Row Station cost $6 million, and 
a similar cost may be an 
ticipated for the Barrows Field 
Station 

Mr. Silbowicz, who was 
present al Thursday's meeting 
of the water commissioners, had 
been the guest of honor al an 
award dinner the night betore, 
in Boston, It was he who 
designed the Butters Row plant, 
which has won him honors in the 
engineering world for the 
elimination of carcinogenics 
from drinking water 

Silbowiez and Peters had 
completed a study on site 
choice, involving the three 
pumping stations in North 
Wilmington. They made an 
analysis as to cost and ef 
fectiveness, before arriving at 
the conclusion thal the Barrows 
ll Field was the best choice. 
hey told the water com 
missioners that the new station 


will probably encompass the 
present station, but be bigger in 
area, The land surrounding the 
Barrows Well Field is all town 
property. Borings in the vicinity 
show that the statiott is located 
in an area where ledge will 
probably not be found. Holes 50 
feet deep have been bored 
without striking ledge. 
Silbowicz said that the present 
Barrows Field Station will have 
to be torn down. It is quite 
probable that the new station, 
which will be larger, will utilize 
in part the old foundations. 
Manganese and iron ore are 
present in increasing quantities, 
the two engineers reported. The 
figures come from the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Quality 
Engineering (DEQE), for both 
the Barrows Field and the 
Brown's Crossing Station, which 
is the oldest in Wilmington 
The commissioners agreed to 


submit an article into the 
warrant for the annual town 
meeting (late in April), asking 


for the authority to pian and 
construct the new station.

An unlucky horse thief 


The Boston Globe, on Feb- 
ruary 28, 1883, had a story about 
a Wilmington man named 
George E. Swain. 
Swain had been sentenced to 
prison the day before by a Judge 
Sherman of East Cambridge 
Court. The sentence was for 25 
years as a horse thief and 
habitual criminal. 

In the first week of July 1983, 
the U.S. Supreme court held that 
a,life sentence on a man named 
Helm constituted “cruel and 
unusual punishment” in that 
none of the crimes he had 
committed had been violent. It 
was, the justices said, a 
violation of the Eighth Amend- 


ment (to the U.S. Constitution.) 

Read what the Boston Globe 
had to say in reporting the case 
of Wilmington’s George Everett 
Swain: . 

“Perfectly cool and collected, 
with a disdainful smile over- 
shadowing his shrunken visage, 
George E. Swain, horse thief 
and habitual criminal, heard the 
words pronounced in the 
Superior Court at East Cam- 
bridge by Judge Sherman, that 
consigns him to state prison for 
25- years 

“He has served time in the 
correctional institutions of New 
York and Massachusetts. In fact 
the greater part of his 43 years 
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of lite was spent in prison. 

“For the theft of a horse in 
Wilmington in ‘1876 he was 
convicted at Lowell and sent to 
prison for three years. 

“Regaining his liberty in 1882, 
he was soon after convicted of 
the theft of a horse and carriage 
and returned to the bastile on a 
similar sentence. He had 
operated in Haverhill and 
various towns and cities ad- 
joining. 

“Several months ago he stole 
an outfit from a merchant in 
Medford and was captured in 
Woburn a few days later. 

“Asked if he had anything to 
say before the sentence was 
pronounced, he replied that 
nothing could be said that would 
help him in the least, as he was 
perfectly familiar with the 
statutory law pertaining to 
habitual criminals.” 

That same afternoon that mild 
mannered George Swain was 
sentenced two bandits appeared 
before the court and were 
sentenced to five years each in 
state prison. 

They had been found guilty of 
assaulting and Heating a payroll 
clerk and robbing him of $400. A 
blow had been inflicted upon the 
clerk which “felled him to the 
floor’ and when he tried to 
regain his feet “blows and kicks 
were rained upon him.”* 

February 27, 1883 was just not 
George E. Swain's lucky day. 


The handiwork of the late Dinny Mclaughlin, Irish stonemason, The Fred 
Roberts house, today the property of Mr. and Mrs. Matthew Comerford, on Burl- 
ington Avenue. 


The Roberts estate 


Fred Roberts was a wealthy 
man, a chocolate manufacturer. 
I ws 70 years ago, this summer, 
that construction started on his 
home on Burlington Avenue in 
Wilmington. ‘That home is now 
for sale and the price is said to 
be $300,000. 

Fred and his brother Herbert 
had lived for about 10 years in 
two homes al the foot of the hill 
where he had his home built. 
Both were candy manutfac- 
turers, Herbert being in the 
business of making a well known 
brand of caramels. Fred's 
chocolates were called Apollo. 

Dinny McLaughlin, an Irish 
stonemason of Woburn, was the 
man who built the Fred Roberts 
house. Irish stonemasons, at 
least at that time, were able to 
put stones together in a very 
tastefull manner, and Dinny was 
one of the best. 

Dinny and other masons came 
up by train every morning, from 
Woburn. Their helpers | were 
Italians from North Woburn, 
who boarded the train at that 
place. The whole group, 
sometimes as many as 15 men, 
would then walk up Burlington 
Avnue to the place where the 
Roberts house was being built. 

It was a daily parade. People 
who lived along Burlington 
Avenue in those days remem 
bered the sight for years. 

All the stones in the house and 
the walls were found on the 60- 
odd acres of land that Fred 
owned. Fred provided a dump 
cart and a horse to be used in 
gathering stones. 

There was a large cellar. The 
first floor had a fine entry, a 
sitting room, a music room, a 
nice dining room, a sun room, a 
buller’s pantry, and a large 
kitchen. There were five 
bedrooms on the second floor 
and there was a third floor 
above that 

The sunroom should be called 
the palm room, for it was filled 
with plants among which small 
palm trees predominated. There 
were several large bowls of 
goldfish — dozens of fish. 

The second Mrs. Roberts, 
formerly Alice Albrink, a girl 
from Germany was, in the 1920's

the treasurer of the Methodist 
Church Sunday School. Once a 
year all the children of that 
Sunday school would be taken to 
the Roberts home for a picnic. A 
highlight of that picnic was hot 
cocoa, served in the sun room, 
where the children of what was 
then a rustic town could gaze in 
wonder al the goldfish. 

Behind the Roberts house was 
a large carriage house, as it was 
called. There was also a wind- 
mill, a hen house, and a pig 
house. 

A. Chandler Manning, a 
Wilmington landscaping ar- 
chitect, designed the grounds 
and marked the trees to be kept. 
Herbert C, Barrows, who 
operated the North Wilmington 
Nurseries, moved the trees 
around as Manning directed. 

The late Bill Babine of Laurel 
Avenue, for many years the tree 
superintendent of Wilmington, 
was the head gardener, He held 
that job for 16 years. His 
assistant was Walter (Porky) 
Meuse. There were many young 
men who worked there in the 
summers, for the flower garden 
was intended to be, and was, a 
place of beauty 

One of the young men who 
worked there was Otto Bischoff 
Fred Fletcher was the coach- 
man, and Otto became his 
assistant 

Otto went away to the war in 
1917 and served in France. When

he returned he was promoted to 
chauffeur. Fred Roberts. had 
bought a Stanley Steamer. 

That Stanley Steamer was for 
the purpose of taking Fred 
Roberts to his summer home in 
Wells Beach, Maine, on Friday 
evenings, and then returning 
Fred to Wilmington on Monday 
mornings. 

But it was soon replaced by a 
twin-six Packard, That became 
the car thal Otto Bischoff drove. 

Friday evenings Fred would 
not take the train to Wilmington. 
He would go to North 
Wilmington, where Otto would 
be waiting with the twin-six 
Packard. Then would follow a 
gruelling four hour trip to Wells 
Beach. . 

On Monday mornings Otto 
would drive Fred back to North 
Wilmington where he would take 
the train to the city. 

In addition to the twin-six 
Packard, there was a Packard 
Town Car, a Buick limousine 
anda Ford Runabout. The Buick 
was for Mrs. Roberts. 

Otto made the trip to Wells 
Beach many times during the 
first two summers after World 
War I. Then Fred sold the 
business and retired. He sold 
everything connected with the 
business. 

Shortly afterward, October 29, 
1920, Fred Roberts died. He was 
64 years old, He was buried in 
Somersworth, New Hampshire.

No plan yet for dumpsters 


Displeased that he has not yet 
‘sent a plan of proposed action to 
the board, selectmen voted 
‘Tuesday to request the owner of 
Haffner’s self service gasoline 
station on Main Street meet with 
them once again to discuss plans 
to rectify a problem with the use 
of trash dumpsters on the site. 

Selectmen two weeks ago 
requested Haffner Fournier, 
owner of the station, present a 
plan to solve what all agree is a 
mis-use of the dumpsters on the 
site. Officials have expressed 
concern over the amount and 
type of trash being collected ina 
series of dumpsters located next 
to self service vaccuum cleaner 
units on the site while some area 
businessmen have complained 
that trash collected on the site 
gradually blows onto their 
property, 

Both town officials and 
Fournier agree that some people 
use the dumpsters to discard of 
household trash and other items, 
rather than to discard of small 
items that have collected in 
their cars. 

The vaccuum units and 
dumpsters, Fournier has said, 
are meant to allow motorists to 
discard of ashes, drink con- 
tainers, fast food wrappers, and 
similar items that normally 
collect in their cars and to 
vaccuum up sand and dirt that 
collects on their car's carpet. 

However, some people use the 
dumpsters to discard of 
household rubbish, old building 
materials, mattresses, paint 
cans and other items not nor- 
mally found in a car

something would have to be 
done to rectify the problem, but 
refused to give selectmen a 
strict timetable on when im- 
provements could be expected. 
He said he had several options 
open and needed time to explore 
which one was the most feasible. 

Included in those options is 
placing a lid with a small hole on 
top of each dumpster to prevent 
large items from entering, 
putting smaller containers — 
which could be emptied into a 
dumpster kept in an enclosed 
area to the rear of the site — 
next to the vaccuum units, 


posting signs saying illegal 
dumpers will be prosecuted, and 
fencing in the vaccuum cleaner 
area 


Selectmen requested Fournier 
send them a letter by February 
19 outlining how he proposes to 
solve the problem or they would 
continue to review the matter on 
a week to week basis until 
something is done. No such 
letter had been received by the 
board as of last Tuesday night. 

Chairman Paul Sullivan 
brought tie issue back before 
the board last Tuesday by 
saying the board has to make 
Fournier aware that they are 
serious about getting the 
problem resolved and suggested 
the board ask him to attend next

resolved and continues 
to allow the mis-use to occur. 

Girard restated Sullivan's 
previous statements that the 
board issues a fuel storage 
permit to Fournier and trusts 
that when he uses it he will meet 
certain standards. Allowing the 
mis-use of dumpsters to con- 
tinue, Girard felt, does not live 
up to those standards. 

Selectman Charlie Coldwell, 
however, would not support 
calling a hearing on the fuel 
storage permit. He said he was 
not aware that the town had any 
written standards by which the 
use of fuel storage permits can 
be measured. He suggested the 
board consult with Town 
Counsel to explore other 
available avenues to getting the 
problem resolved. 

Girard would later agree to 
request Fournier attend another 
meeting first while holding open 
the option of the hearing for a 
later date. 

Selectman Bill Hallisey 
suggested that the board cite 
Fournier for operating an 
unlicensed rubbish transfer 
station, A rubbish transfer 
station is an operation that 
collects rubbish from various 
points and then trucks it out toa 
dump 

“They are collecting rub- 
bish,”” Hallisey said. “The only 
reason those dumpsters are 
there, is for people to use them,” 
he added. 

Hallisey also showed concern 
that something be done at the 
site quickly. He said matters 
continuously get worse and 
noted that someone discarded 
the hood of a car al the site ona 
recent weekend.

Tutela suggested the town 
manager meet with those in 
charge of safety and take some 
“strong action’ if the house is 
not proven habitable. 

Neighbors such as Henry 
Gilhooly, who originally lodged 
the complaint, feel a sense of 
frustration, said Tutela, because 
the process is taking so long. 

Attorney Simon Cutter said he 
was satisfied with the present 
condition of the yard but the 
building itself may pose another 
problem. And, he stated em- 


phatically, the owner has 
“certain rights that should be 
protected."” 


‘This view was echoed by town 
counsel Alan Altman who 
inted out that the town can't 
“trample” on a person's rights 
as this leaves the town open for a 
possible lawsuit. It's best, he 
added, to coax the owner to 
clean up the property on his own 
initiative, rather than go 
through a slow court process.

Property Law (M.G.L. Ch 
200A) is known as the Un: 
claimed Money Law. it is one of 
the state's first consumer 
protection laws dating back to 
1907.

Condos draw comments in hearing

If Wilmington ‘lets one con- 
dominium in, how many more 
will follow.. This was only one 
of the many questions raised by 
vocal residents at Tuesday's 
Planning Board hearing 
covering four articles on the 
special town meeting warrant. 

It was no surprise that two 
articles, especially, came under 
fire and provided much give and 
take between petitioners and 
audience. These were Article 
Three and Article Six. The 
former seeks to rezone 63.5 
acres of land parallel to Broad 
Street to Planned Residential 
Development (PRD) for 
townhouse development, while 
the latter hopes to change land 
off Route 62 from residential use 
to Industrial Park status to 
allow for the erection of an inn 
type of motel in a “parklike” 
setting, 

Article Three was presented 
by Bill McCloud of Andover 
Consultants Inc., the firm which 
prepared the site plan for the 
proposed townhouse develop- 
ment known as White Pines 
Crossing. 

Owned by Joseph Langone, 
the 94 unit development would 
be constructed on eight acres of 
land on the west side of the site, 
leaving the entire east side 
(most of it wet) in its natural 
state. In fact, said McCloud, the 


only disturbance to wetlands is 
in 100 square feet at the entrance 
area 

McCloud stressed that his 
firm has tried to address both 
the traffic problem (by adding a 
second access road to the units) 
and the drainage concern of 
neighbors. 

Al this point, he said, we can 
“guarantee we don’t exacerbate 
these problems.” 

If for some reason this article 
doesn't pass special town 
meeting, McCloud told his 
audience, Langone may have no 
choice but to go with a more 
conventional type development 
and build 45 single family homes 
on the site, something many 
present seemed to prefer. 

One resident expressed the 
shared view that one con- 
dominium is all very well, but 
others are sure to follow, 
multiplying services and traffic 
in Wilmington. 

And then, said the resident 
“we may be obliged by law to 
allow more than one condo 
proposal.” He pointed out that in 
Marlboro, condo developers 
went to court and won a case to 
allow them to build further 
units. 

Planning Board Chairman 
Anthony Gentile felt that with all 
the restrictions here, he didn’t 
think that would happen.

existence for only two years, has 
already established credibility, 
said Fitzpatrick, and a track 
record “so respectable” that 
they guarantee their service. 
The corporation has to get 
results over a 10 year period,

Right now, he said, half their 
contracts are public and the 
other half are _ private 
Presently, they have contracts 
servicing five hospitals, the 
state of Rhode Island, the city of 
Lowell, and Worcester County. 

The proposal guarantees a 
reduction in all fuel oil, gas, 
electric, and other heating and 
lighting costs which have a 
savings potential over a 10 year 
period. The contract includes an 
extensive energy audit; the 
financing and supervision of the 
design, construction, and 
operation of the project; all 
maintenance and 
troubleshooting; energy 
rebates; training of existing 
staff; and one-step billing 

With this plan, the CHPC 
undertakes all financial risks 
and, if they do better than 
predicted, the CHPC would 
share the extra savings with the 
town on a 50-50 basis 

“We have no crystal ball; 
stressed Fitzpatrick, but the 
CHPC knows how to make some 
“intelligent assumptions” and 
can use its expertise and 
finances to provide this unique 
And, he added “‘con- 


~ At the present time, the CHPC 


is servicing contracts that in- 
volve the management of ef- 
ficiency programs _en- 
compassing $6 million in total 
energy obligations. The group is 
also handling the responsibility 
for the design and construction 


of $2.5 million worth of capital 
improvements. Some of these 
capital improvements include 
automation, lighting im- 
provements, cogeneration, 
boiler replacements, and covers 
on boilers. 

With the plan, there would be 
no initial investment or out ot 
pocket costs on the part of the 
town. In the fourth month of the 
contract, the town would get 
billed and the bill should reflect 
a reduction over the previous 
year’s invoice, said Fitzpatrick, 

When asked by Bob Doucette 
why everyone n't knocking 
your door down?’ Fitzpatrick

“dominated by bulldozers,” he 
said. The essential issue, 
Courtney explained, is whether 
the site is appropriate. Each 
condo proposal will have to be 
judged on its own merit, he said. 

Dotty Riddle of Broad Street 
pointed out that being in a dead 
end area, residents are not used 
to heavy traffic. She added that 
King Street was barely wide 
enough to handle the present 
amount of cars, People eyeing 
the mew access road as a 
shortcut to Tewksbury or vice 
versa, she said, will cause 
traffic problems to worsen. 

Tom Pizzaro of Middlesex 
Avenue questioned whether 
more units could be built on that 
site at a later date if the 
proposal goes through. He was 
assured that this is not 
Langone’s intention and, in fact, 
the site could only handle a 
maximum of 103 units. 

Gentile pointed out that on all 
PRD proposals, the developer 
has to leave 50 per cent of the 
land as open space. 

When abutter Linda Fasulo 
asked who would be responsible 
for maintaining the area should 
the association ‘go out of 
business,’’ Courtney replied that 
the association would never be 
dissolved. If a member couldn't 
pay the costs of his unit, the 
bank would be ready to step in 
and assume the responsibility. 

Attorney William Gustus, in 
presenting Article Six for owner 
Paul Butt, pointed to a “totally 
new concept in the hotel in- 


dustry - a 145 unit inn with a 
townhouse look to it and 
“plenty” of landscaping, 
designed primarily for 


travellers connected with local 
industry. Deleted from the 
article is a previously proposed 
office building. 

The inn would be built by Butt 
and franchised from the Howard 
Johnson Corp. of Boston, which 
created the concept 

In a slide presentation, 
Howard — Johnson's Vice 
President Tom Wilcox stressed 
this is not the typical two story 
motel prototype. It is a mid. 
priced lodging and food facility 
featuring good quality in tur. 
nishings as well as the food 
served in the 100 seat capacity 
restaurant designed for inn 
patrons. 

The inn itself would have a 
lobby and registration area, 
several small meeting rooms, 
an enclosed pool, a glassed-in 
atrium and double-bedded 
executive suites. The concept 
allows 175 parking spa 
gu and employees. 

Gustus stressed that Butt had 
tried to meet the concerns of 
neighbors and is open to further 
discussions with them. Of the 20 
acres to be rezoned, only four 
acres will be used, he said, 
allowing for a possible amend- 
ment to the article at town 
meeting. They have avoided 
encroaching on the Flood Plain 
area, using it instead as a buffer 
area, Gustus said. 

The nearest home, said 
Gustus, is 300 feet from the 
proposed inn and will look out on 
4 parklike area rather than a 
typical motel building. 

Butt may opt to go with an on- 
site treatment plant for sewage 
rather than extend the existing 
sewer line, something which 


needs to be discussed with the 
water and sewer commission, 
Gustus said. 

Since the site plan hadn't gone 
before the planning board prior 
to the hearing, members raised 
many questions, echoed by 
neighbors in the audience. 

Planning Board Member Mike 
McCoy touched on a vital con- 
cern; namely, with three major 
intersections with three major 
intersections within a short span 
on Route 62, traffic problems 
are sure to increase in that area. 
Sharon Cully agreed, saying 
that in the 25 years she's resided 
in Wilmington, there have been 
many accidents in that area 

Barbara Larsen of Middlesex 
Ave. questioned what would 
happen if the site was rezoned to 
1.P, use and the inn wasn't built, 

Gentile said any number of 
things could be put in there right 
away, including offices, banks 
and warehouses, 

Gustus was adamant that Butt 
is financilly committed to the 
inn to the tune of $20,000 for a 
Howard Johnson's franchise.

The time machine is the 
Fuller House, located at the 


corner of Franklin and Fuller 
streets in Stoneham, and it's a 
place where the visitor can seize 
upon the moment long ago, in 
Stevie Wonder’s phrase, and 
step back in time, or look for- 
ward in the hope of the estab- 
lishment of more such places 
The Fuller House, a resi- 
dential home for elder women, is 
a repository of knowledge and 
warmth, and a mother lode of 
local oral history. It is situated

From its inception in 1898, the 
non-profit corporation at 32 
Franklin St. had been known by 
the dubious name of The Home 
for Aged People, an unflattering 
term evoking infirmity, if not 
outright decrepitude. But that 
name, changed in late 1984 by 
the corporation's board, was by 
no means an accurate repre 


sentation of what the Fuller 
House is. 
The Fuller House is, as 


defined by the state, a Level IV 
Home, which is not a nursing 
home at all: Level IV homes 
provide residential, rather than 
nursing care, according to 
Virginia Jafferey of the 
Women's Educational and In 
dustrial Union, author of 
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ANTHONY MANCONI 


“City Hall,” said a sweet, 
melodious switchboard lady's 
voice at Woburn City Hall. “Is 
this really City Hall?" asked a 
nervous unbelieving woman 
“Yes, it is, ma'am, with whom 
do you wish to speak?" “Oh, I 
guess no one, you see I found this 
telephone number on a slip of 
paper in my husband’s coat 


pocket!" Now my wife Kathy 
would never do a thing like that 

how do I know? Because I've 
planted many slips of paper with 
fictitious ladies’ names on them 
I know she's seen them, they are 
right in my wallet everytime 
“Why aren't you jealous?”

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The women's fellowship of the 
First Congregational Church of 
Stoneham, started in 1925, is still 
going strong and getting 
stronger!

Today there are over 100 
members who come from 
Stoneham, Woburn, Melrose, 
Reading, Wilmington, and other 
places too.

Today’s members are 
single or married or widowed 
and many have children, some 
very young at home and some 
grown and out, on their own 
Many members’are working out 
of the home while others are a 
home working.

ed, but the rules set down in the 
Constitution in 1925 have not 
been altered to any great extent. 

The Amica fellowship of the 
First Congregational Church 
has many reasons for being: the 
members maintain a circle of 
supportive caring friends, th 
help those in need, and they 
tend monthly meetings that are 
entertaining, interesting, in- 
formative or all three rolled into 
one. Additionally, the women of 
the fellowship work on projects 
and events that raise funds for 
their “good deeds.” In recent 
years Amica has made dona 
tions to organizations such as 
Oxfam, Rosie's Place, the Myr- 
na Vasquez Shelter cor battered 
women and their children, My 
Brother's Table in Lynn and 
others. 

In the summer of 1981 Amica 
organized and compiled recipes 
that had been collected over a 
period of three years, typed the 
recipes themselves and had 
them printed in a cookbook call- 
ed “Here’s Cooking At You. 
The cookbook was wonderfully 
successful.

The donations came 
from the profits earned through 
the sale of the cookbooks. All the 
time and effort expended cer- 
tainly proved to be worthwhile. 
Besides being financially suc.

and with those who were lucky 
enough to receive a copy as a 
gift 

Because of the success of the 
‘Here's Cooking At You' 
cookbook, the fellowship ha; 
decided to do another. This 
cookbook will be called “Punch; 
Brunch and Lunch.” Recipes 
are now being collected and the 
cookbook committee will soon 
begin the process of sorting,

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ment of elders, an alternative 
which seems to work — and 
work well — for a number of 
elders in Stoneham and in Level 
IV facilities elsewhere. 

The concept for the present- 
day Fuller House first took root 
exactly 90 years ago, early in 
1895, When a group of local 
residents decided to begin a fund 
to establish a place for aged 
people requiring “‘aid and a 
home.”” 

Within three years the group 
had incorporated, with a 
membership list including many 
old Stoneham surnames — some 
of which present-day residents 
will recognize as either streets 
or by some remaining local 
descendants of the originals: 
Brackett, Cowdrey, Keene, 
Tidd, Steele, Fuller, Patch, 
Dike, Hersam, and so on. 


But the hope for such a home 
was a large one, and large hopes 
take money, which the group set 
out to raise. By 1928, the target 
amount of $100,000 in assets was 
passed, with a bequest from 
Georgianna Fuller, which in- 
cluded her home at 32 Franklin 
St. and almost $25,000 in cash. 

The house opened for resi- 
dency on New Year's Day, 1930. 

Of course that’s all history. 
What about today? 

A skeleton sketch of the ser- 
vices provided at the Fuller 
House, is available in ‘Levels of 
Care Facilities in Massachu- 
setts," and information on rates 
and admissions policy can be 
answered by calling 438-0580.

Marion Sinclair explained,

Since most rapes occur outside 
there are a few tips to follow 
when you are outside, par- 
ticularly if you are alone and it's 
dark 

Make sure you stay in well 
lighted areas as much as possi 
ble. Walk confidently, directly, 
and at a steady pace on the side 
of the street facing traffic and 
make sure you walk close to the 
curb, If someone should sto 
and ask for directions, alw: 
reply from a distance and never 
get too close to the car. Avoid 
doorways, bushes, and alleys 
where rap nhide. 


Many rapes occur in the vic 
tim’s home, in a garage, or an 
apartment laundry room, so one 
of the best ways to prevent sex. 
ual assault is to protect your 
home. 


Make sure all doors are solid 
and sturdy. If you move into a 
new house or apartment, have 
the locks changed. Install a 
peephole viewer in your door to 
help you identify visitors, and 
always ask for identification 
from salesmen and repairmen 
If you live in an apartment, 
avoid being in the laundry room 
or garage by yourself, especial 
ly at night. Tell your landlord if 
security improvements are 
needed 


Since anyone can be a victim 
of rape, everyone should think 
about how she is going to defend 
herself should it happen. How 
you react to a sexual attack de. 
pends on the person you are, 
where you are located, who is 
nearby, and whether the rapist 
will hurt them or their family 
Remember that“if you do sub- 
mit, you should not feel guilty. It 
is the rapist who committed the 
crime. 

If you choose to resist an at- 
tack you can use passive 
resistance or active resistance.

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Cold winds send chill factor spiralling up

“A severe winter wind can 
turn a simple outdoors excur- 
sion into an ordeal,” says 
severe-weather specialist 
Richard Wood 

He beams after gauging the 
wind on a surprisingly balmy 
winter morning atop the Na- 
tional Weather Service's head- 
quarters here. It's about 55 
degrees and the wind’s blowing 
only 7 mph, so the chill factor is 
minimal 

Wood is happy because he 
prefers warm weather, and, as 
the Weather Service's program 
leader for disaster 
preparedness and awareness, 
he knows how menacing a mix 
of low temperatures and high 
winds can be. 

Surprisingly, it’s not the zero 
or sub-zero temperatures that 
pose the greatest danger,"’ he 

ys. The real trouble usual 
occurs on a_ windy 20-to-25. 
degree day. People hear the 
forecast, but they don’t dress for 
the wind, For instance, a 20-mph 
wind and a 20-degree 
temperature combine for a chill 
factor of minus 10. An un- 
protected nose or ear can suffer 
frostbite under those condi- 


“ACES VULNERABLE 
“Most people remember that 


scarves, mittens, and caps are 
necessary, but they sometimes 
forget face coverings,” says 
Wood.

Concerned about the harsh 
winds that pummeled 
Washington in January, Presi- 
dent Reagan canceled his inau- 
gural parade and moved his 
oath-taking ceremony indoors to 
the Capitol rotunda. On Jan. 21, 
Inauguration Day, the 
temperature was 4 degrees 
below zero - which the wind 
drove to 25 below. 

But Washingon got off easily 
compared to some of the other 
cities hit by the storm, which 
became known as the Alberta 
Clipper. Chicago endured a re- 
ord low of minus 27 with a wind 
chill of minus 78. Winds in 
Akron, Ohio, made the minus 24 
seem like minus 81 

Savaging the South the follow: 
ing day, the onrushing storm 
plunged temperatures to minus 
21 in Bristol, Tenn., and minus 
16 in Asheville, N.C. Wind com 
bined with record low 
temperatures in Florida forced 
citrus growers to man heaters 
round the clock in a desperate 
effort to keep their groves from 
freezing 

Wind chill occurs when the air 
temperature and the wind com- 
bine to make the body feel col 
der than the temperature 
reading. It happens in the sum: 
mer when people come out of the 
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pool or ocean, and the breeze 
drops the temperature of their 
skin. Even a 5-mph wind can 
carry away eight times more 
body heat than still air. 

Wind chill gets the most notice 
in the winter, however, because 
that’s when the wind- 
temperature relationship can be 
most extreme and hazardous to 
ex; skin. 

STARTED IN ANTARCTICA 

Work that led to the wind-chill 
index commonly used by 
weather forecasters was pio- 
neered in Antarctica from 1939 
to 1941 by polar scientists Paul 
A. Siple and Charles F. Passel. 
This wind-chill equation gauged 
the combined cooling power of 
air and wind on exposed parts of 
the body and resulted in the in- 
dex that does the same thing to- 
day 

It took a lot of devotion to do 


the research. As Siple and 


Passel later recalled, “During 
periods of low temperatures and 
high wind velocities, an exposed 
portion of an observer's face or 
hands would often freeze in 15 to 
20 seconds by actual timing. The 
torture of frequently having to 
stand in such blasts of cold, 
draining atmosphere for two 
minutes at a time was not con 
ducive to accurate recording.” 
The United States occasional- 
ly gets a sample of the piercing 
chill experienced in Antarctica 
During the cold snap of 
December 1983, the wind-chill 
equivalent temperatures were 
lower in many Midwestern cit 
ies than at the South Pole 
Williston, N.D., shivered at the 
bottom of the list with a reading 
of minus 89.3. Miles City, Mont., 
endured minus 79.9, and 


. Chicago suffered a minus 79.4 


Meanwhile, in the antarctic 
summer, it was a comparatively 
balmy minus 62 at the South 
Pole. 

But low wind-chill reading 
doesn't necessarily mean that 
temperatures are extremely low 
or wind speeds excessively high 
A 15-mph wind combined with 
minus 5 degrees gives an 
equivalent of minus 38. 

The “hyping,” or 
tionalizing, of such 
readings annoys Joel } 
president and chairman 
cu-Weather, a private firm pro 
viding forecasts for a number of 
newspapers, radio and televi 
sion stations. “There's no ques- 
tion that the wind-chill thing 
gets blown out of all proportion 
by some forecasters and causes 
a lot of confusion in the minds of 
the public,” he contends. 

“The wind-chill factor,” says 
Myers, “‘assumes one is stan 
ding outside with bare skin ex 
posed to the same wind 
measured by an anemometer 
standing in the open. But people 
usually dress for the weather, 
and aren't totally exposed to the 
wind, which, because of build- 
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ings, clothing, and the like, 
bends around them and doesn’t 
strike with its full force.” 
CONCERNED ABOUT 
CHILDREN 

Duane S. Cooley, chief of the 
Weather Service's scientific 
procedures branch, acknowl- 
edges that there is a lot of mis- 
understanding about the index, 
but contends that it is not

The Breakfast Club Starring 
Em Estevez, Anthony 
Michael Hall, Judd Nelson, 
Molly Ringwald, Ally Sheedy, 
Paul Gleason. Directed and 
written by John Hughes 
Produced by Ned Tanen and 
Hughes. Rated R (profanity) 

Intelligence is not something 
that teenage movies abound 
with, Sensitivity and com- 
passion are also usually lacking. 
‘That is why The Breakfast Club 
comes as such a surprise. 
Director John Hughes proves 
once again that he has a true 
affinity for youth with this film 
that relies on characterization 
instead of action. 

Several students in a middle 
class suburb are sentenced to a 
Saturday detention. -Hughes 
who also wrote the screenplay 
zeros in on five stereotypes, a 
jock (Emelio EStevez,) a 
princess (Molly Ringwald,) a 
basketcase (Ally Sheedy,) a 
brain (Anthony Michael Hall, ) 
and a. criminal (Judd Nelson) 
He then begins to strip th 
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FORCED TO SPEND all day Saturday in detention hall 
together, five students who think they have nothing in 
common, come to learn they have a great deal in 
common.

Choosing five such obvious 
characters isn't quite as calcu 
lated as it would appear, as

the writer manages to 

expose some of the pressures 

these youngsters must undergo 

in an effort to conform, either to 

their peers’ or their parents’ 
wishe: 

‘The setting is confined almost 
exclusively to the high school’s 
library, and believe it or not 
there is no sex or violence in this 
film. Not that sex is missing 
entirely, as these teens play a 
probing game of tell-all 

Hughes collected some of the 
best talent of the young actors 
guild, although Estevez’ intense 
performance as a wrestler in 
serious need of individuality is 
perhaps the best of the lot. Hall 
is visually perfect as the 
scrawny, nerdy whiz-kid, as is 
Sheedy as the disturbed, lonely 
wallflower. Nelson, as the 
delinquent from the wrong side 
of the tracks is energetic. but 
tends toward overkill, which is 
less effective than the quiet 

ms of the overly 
ted Ringwald. 

Although Hughes falls into the 
MTV trap of picking up the 
speed with a music video of 
sorts, this film is far more 
sophisticated and intelligent 
than most junk hurled at teens. 
Hughes, who showed the same 
insight with Sixteen Candles 
has done more to advance the 
plight of screen teens than most 
adults, who can see no further 
than the box office returns

That Oscar-winning actor 
Sidney Poitier, should have his 
head examined for directing 
Fast Forward, a stinker of a 
movie that is really more a 
series_of-cliches thas’ a film 
Fast) Forward is doomed from 


the start, as there is no dialogue 
during the first 10 minutes, only 
dancing and blaring music. Not 
exactly an attention getting 
device 

‘The plot is a moldy oldy, and 
has been rehashed since the 
“Hey, gang, let's pul on a show 
days of Judy Garland and 
Mickey Rooney. Eight high 
school students from Sandusky 
Ohio run away to the Big Apple 
in pursuit of fame and fortune 
These eight are talented dancers 
and singers who have been 
strutting their stuff in an aban- 
doned building. The kids are 
especially bright, as no one 
appears to have taught them 
their sophisticated routines, 
they just sort of picked them up 
off of the TV. So much for 
reality 

When these potential dancers 

ve in New York, they must 

overcome the dangers of the big, 
bad city, from rival street 
dancers to shady talent scouts 
Not that anyone in the audience 
would doubt that these small 
town rubes won't rise above 
their problems, as the movie is 
too blatently calculated to le 
room for an original idea 

Actually, the fact that the film 
is calculating isn't as irritating 
as the flat direction and murky 
cinematography. The only thing 
that this film has going for it is 
Don Franklin and some decent 
dancing. Franklin has an ex 
tensive background in theater 
and dance, and he is a lithe. 
agile dancer who shows true 
star quality, However, his co: 
star, John Scott Clough, should 
go back to his previous career in 
commercials, as his dancing is 
acceptable, but his acting is not 

The most aggravating aspect 
of this film is that Poitier's 
name is associated with it 
People may be duped into 
thinking that because Poitier is 
a graceful, classy actor, his film 
will adopt these qualities. In 
actuality, Fast Forward isn’t 
even amusing enough to be a 
mildly entertaining form of 
escapism. Luckily, we live in a 
capitalistic society. Therefore. 
if this film is ignored, it will go 
away without too many people 
wasting their money on it. It is 
just unfortunate that 
Forward was ed at 
and not burned in the can

American businesses spend 
an average of $137.66 a day for 
an executive to work out of 
town, according to the Cor- 
porate Travel Index developed 
for the nation’s 100 top business 
cities, appearing in the 
premiere issue of Corporate 
Travel magazine. 

The exclusive study, con- 
ducted for Corporate Travel by 
the national consulting and ac- 
counting firm of Laventhol & 
Horwath, ranks average daily 
costs of lodging, food and a 
rental car for these top 100 cit- 
ies. The index will be published 
yearly. 

Not surprisingly, the nation's 
largest cities were among the 
most expensive. New York City 
ranked as the most expensive 
city with an average daily cost 
of $229.86. 

Of some surprise is the fact 
that some of America’s resort 
cities are real bargains if tray- 
elers stay in the city’s downtown 
area 

Orlando, for example, ranks 
92nd on the index, with the daily 
costs of $112.98. The reason is 
that Orlando's downtown hotels 
average $39.50 a night, while the 
city’s resorts cost an average of 
$61.09. 

“American business last year 
spent $80 billion on corporate 
travel and entertainment,” said 
Jane Edelstein, Editor and 
Publisher of Corporate Travel 
“The Corporate Travel Index 
allows businesses to more effec 
tively manage their travel ex 


penditures,

researchers developed an

taurants as to the price of each.

ranked at the top of the list o: 
food costs at $87.77 and $64.7 
respectively. After that, there 
were dramatic differences. 
“Dallas-Fort Worth, whict 
ranked 12th in the lodging index 
ranked third in the food index ai 
$63.82. Santa Barbara, Ca. 
which ranked 5th in the food in- 
dex with a daily rate of $59.19, 
ranked 32 in the lodging index 
with an average room rate of 
$48.63. 

An average daily meal cost of 
$45.71 is comprised of $6.24 for a 
breakfast, $9.97 for lunch and 
$21.35 for dinner, $2.19 for tax 
and a 15% tip of $5.96. Breakfast 
consists of 2 eggs, breakfast 
meat, toast, juice and coffee. 
Lunch consists of a bow! of soup, 
turkey club sandwich, pie, soft 
drink and coffee.

In Boston's backyard 


A lot to én only

VERMONT/NEW YORK — 
Mini-vacations to the islands are 
common travel agency adver- 
tisements but most overlooked 
are mini-vacations in our own 
backyard -- the areas adjacent 
to Massachusetts in Vermont 
and New York state. 

A 4-night, 5-day winter so- 
journ trip can include as much 
traveling as one enjoys but a 
mini-circle from Boston to 
Vermont's ski country to 
western sections of New York 
are made to order. 

One such itinerary would in- 
clude two days in Killington, 
Vermont; a day or two in the 
Lake George Region of New 
York, and a finishing run 
through either Syracuse or the 
Catskills in New York. 

The beauty of the countryside 
in winter is an attraction in 
itself, either through Vermont 
mountains or New York's roll- 
ing hills 

In addition, the beauty is that 
the areas are within a 4-6 hour 
drive back to Boston if 
emergencies should occur. 


Killington, VT. 

As promoters at Killington 
note, there is ‘a myth surroun- 
ding sk>vacations that is they 
have to be expensive."’ Howev- 
er, their suggestion to make it 
‘affordable”’ is to examine the 
variety of package plans that 
generally include lift tickets and 
lodging in one price with ski in 
struction, equipment rental as 
options 

‘And, not everyone has to be a 
skier to enjoy the ambiance of 
the ski slopes. At Killington, for 
example, a host of shops and 
high-quality restaurants 
abound. 

Individual night accommoda 
tions in the Killington area can 
run $90 per person per day (a 
real expense for families), how 
ever, a check of motels a 
hotels in nearby Rutland reveals 
lower prices. On weekends, res- 
ervations 4 
the week, Rutland, even during 
chool vacation weeks, has 
vacancy’ signs on their many 
hotels. 

Killington is easily reached 
from north of Boston via I-93 and 
1-87 to White River Junction 
with a turn. at the first exit in 
Vermont towards Woodstock 
very ‘The ride's about 
hours; Woodstock is pictur 
esque; and the slopes become 
quite evident 

The difference in skiing from 
20 ago is snow making and 
Killington is capable of 
operating 17 lifts without a flake 
of snow. One hundred trails 
operate daily (it rained last 
weekend but some 80 trails were 
still open as skiers utilized rain- 
coats and plastic bags for cove 
ing). Last year, Killington 
operated 246 [ 
from late Oc! tober to June only 
the waning exuberance of skiers 
seems to stop a 12-month opera 
tion! 

Alpine skiing is at its best in 
this area. Tourists can do well at 


a host of other ski areas from 
Mt. Snow in the south to Stowe in 
the north but Killington is cen- 
tral to a next stop in western 
New York state.
